Twelve  wells  were  sanipled  in  a  district  where 
there  vmz  a  threatened  shortage  of  w^ater.  Four  were  found 
to  be  contaiiiinated  by  organic  matter  to  an  undesirable 
degree.  One  of  the  polluted  v/ells,  which  supplied  a  dairy 
farm  was  protected  by  reconstruction  of  the  drainage  system. 


Streams.  Four  streams  were  specially  investigated  during 
the  year  on  account  of  gross  contamination  with  unpurified 
seirago  effluents,  three  from  military  establishments  cind 
one  from  a  temporary  emergency  hospital.  Tv?o  of  the 
nuisances  v^ero  dealt  \;i  th  satisfactorily  by  connections 
with  the  sev/er. 


Keepers  Pool  Baths.  A  minor  defect  in  the  purification 
plant  temporarily  ixiterfered  with  efficient  chlorination 
and  accounted  for  deterioration  in  the  purity  of.  the  water. 


Public  CleansiriR' . 

The  Borough  Surveyor,  Mr  T.  Porter  reports  that 
the  shortage  of  labour  has  again  created  difficulties  in 
the  cleansing  of  streets,  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  rely 
to  a  greater  extent  on  the  street  orderly  carts. 

The  closure  of  the  refuse  destructor  for  repairs 
in  July  and  August  contributed  to  some  extent  to  the  need  for 
tipping  of  some  of  the  house  refuse  collected. 


HOUSING. 

Although  the  number  of  inspections  made  is 
slightly  lower  than  the  figure  for  1942,  housing  supervision 
has  been  well  maintained.  No  houses  were  represented  as 
unfit  for  habitation,  but  2^%  of  the  houses  inspected  were 
found  to  be  not  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for 
habitation. 


Five  cases  of  overcrowding,  one  of  which  became 
over-crowded  after  abatement,  were  brought  to  notice  and 
all  were  rectified.  Three  houses  occupied  by  p  families 
remained  over- crowded  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Cami:>ing  Sites . 

A  number  of  the  movable  dwellings  at  Blake  Street 
have  been  removed  during  the  year  and  at  the  end  of  the  yea,r 
seven  remained,  three  of  which  were  permanently  occupied.

Elementary,  The  sanitary  supervision  of  the 
school  buildings  ha;-  been  continued  and  lOp  visits  Vvere 
paid  during  the  year  for  this  purpose.

During  the  year  IpO  samples  of  midesignated  milk 
were  examined  for  bacterial  count  and  or  y2%  showed 
such  a  degree  of  bacterial  contamination  that  they  could 
not  be  regarded  as  of  a  satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness. 
Of  the  samples  taken  from  milk  produced  outside  the  Borough 
v.-ere  unsatisfactory  as  against  3'2/o  taken  from  milk 
produced  in  the  Borough, 

Eighty- two  samples  of  designated  milk  were 
examined,  including  pasteurised,  ^6  ^  accredited,  p  3 
tuberculin  tested,  2  ;  and  tuberculin  tested  (pasteurised),  1, 
Of  the  total  number  examined  33%  ^id  not  conform  vdth  the 
Regulations , 

Ten  samples  of  milk,  9  undesignated  and  one 
pasteurised  were  submitted  to  biological  examination  for 
living  tubercle  bacilli.  One  undesignated  sample,  produced 
outside  the  Area,  gave  positive  results.  The  infected 
sample  was  taken  in  process  of  delivery  to  a  private  school, 

A  sample  of  the  National  Dried  Eilk  was  submitted 
for  examination  on  May  Tpth  and  the  results  wore 
unsatisfactory.  The  colony  count  was  over  one  million 
per  100  gms .  of  povifder. 


Other  Foods. 

The  total  quantity  of  butchers'  meat  condemned 
and  destroyed  amounted  to  ppO-w  lbs  in  addition  to  282  lbs 
of  tinned  meat  of  various  descriptions.

IKFECTl OUS  DISEASES . 


The  case  rate  for  scarlet  fever  is  the  highest 
recorded  in  recent  years.  The  disease,  for  the  most  part 
was  mild  but  ,such  coiijpli cations  as  infected  throats,  middle 
ear  disease  and  debility  were  frequently  noted.  One  death 
occurred  in  an  adult,  ■*

Fifteen  cases  of  diphtheria  vrere  notified  during 
the  year  in  five  of  v/hich  the  diagnosis  was  revised.  Five 
of  the  10  verified  casos  occurred  in  the  age  group  20-35 
yeaTvS  and  ono  case  only  was  recorded  in  the  school  age 
groups,  A  child  of  p'J  years,  v/lio  had  been  Inoculated 
2  years  previously  contracted  the  disease.  The  mortality 
was  nil. 

Immunisation  was  continued  in  the  year  under 
review  and  721  children  had  complete  courses  of  inoculations 
604  under  the  Local  Authority’s  Scheme  and  117  by  private 
practitioners. 


The  decline  in  incidence  of  measles  I’ecorded  in 
1942  has  not  been  maintained  and  the  notification  rate  has 
risen  from  3064  to  5 *70  in  1943 »  The  mortality  was  nil.

Provision  for  Maternity. 

/ 

Institutional.  A  new  Maternity  Unit  has  been  opened  by 
the  County  Public  Assistance  Authority  at  “Netherwood**, 
Solihull,  and  this  Home  is  rendering  valuable  assistance 
by  providing  beds  for  V7onien  from  the  Borough  who  have  no 
facilities  for  domiciliary  confinement. 

During  the  year  35  women  were  admitted  to 
>'Netherwood''  from  the  Borough  and,  of  these  23  vieve  referred 
from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Necessary 
ante-natal  visi'ts  were  made  by  ambulance. 


Women  vtf-ho  apply  diTect  to  the  Public  Assistance 
Oxiicer  for  admission  to  the  Institution  are  referred  by 
him^ to  the  Maternity  Centres  for  ante-natal  examination. 
At  the  time  of  examination  inquiries  are  made  as  to  the 
need  for  institutional  care,  and  the  Public  Assistance 
Officer  is  advised  if  facilities  for  domiciliary 
confinement  are  considered  adequate.  Such  cases  can 
benefit  by  the  Home  Help  Service. 

Fifteen  abnormal  cases  xierc  referred  from  the 
Centres  to  the  Maternity  Hospital,;,  Loveday  Street,^ 
Birmingham^  and  of  these  seven  vrcre  admitted. 


Home  Helps. 

■fov/ards  the  end  of  1942  increasing  difficulty 
T/:as  experienced  in  providing  for  no'rmal  confinements  and^ 
after  revievjing  the  position  3^our  Committee  resolved  to 
expand  the  Home  Help  Service  v^hich  had  been  in  operation 
in  the  Borough  on  a  part-time  basis  for  some  years,  and 
to  appoint  a  number  of  full-time  Home  Helps,  The  Service, 
as  established  on  a  full-time  basis,  has  successfully 
tided  over  an  acute  emergency/  and  provided  domestic  help 
for  a  number  of  families  at  times  when  no  satisfactory 
alternative  arrangements  could  be  made. 

Two  Helps  were  fully  employed  during  the  first 
half  year  and  the  number  v;as  increased  later  to  five. 

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  is  875  i*e»  51  normal 
maternity  cases  and  ante-natal  and  post-natal  and  other 
puerperal  emergencies,

Where,  in  addition  to  the  mother,  there  is  a 
household  and  children  to  be  cared  for,  no  other 
arrangements  for  normal  maternity  can  be  so  effective  as 
a  satisfactory  Home  Help  vService,  the  basis  of  which  is 
the  trustr/orthy  and  efficient  Home  Help.  Vfnen  the  mother 
goes  to  bed  she  surrenders  her  duties  and  cares  without 
hesitation  to  such  a  woman  and,  as  a  rule  she  is  assured 
of  a  peaceful  lying-in  amongst  familiar  surroundings  in 
her  own  home.  In  an  emergency  she  can  be  removed  with  a 
minimum  of  disturbance  to  herself  and  others.

In  my  Interim  deport  for  1942  1  referred  to  the 
co-ordinated  action  taken  by  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  for  the  eradication  of  this  form  of  infestation. 
Over  10,000  inspections  of  elementary  school  children 
were  made  during  the  year  and  .5  per  cent  only  of 
infestations  of  any  degree  was  recorded.
